ALL NIGHT, 

WASHINGTON, March 4.—Washington entertains 
to- cay hundred thousand strangers. They 
began to come before the dedication of the monu- 
ment, and they lave been coming day and nicht 
ever since. They haye come in family parties, in 
clubs and companies and regiments. The hotels 
were? filled a week ago; and the private boarding 
houses and dwellings have since done what they 
could to lodge the shelterless and feed the hungry. 
Nevertheless not afew of the later comers, who 
preught littie besides their patriotic memories and 
exultant hopes, tramped the avenues last night 
frem necessity, and breakfasted this morning with 
the coffee and sandwich vendors of the markets 
and street corners, 

IHE OPENING DAY. 

The morning epened hazily, but with excellent 
promise of fair weather, which was fulfilled be- 
fore nine o'cloek. Throngs were abroad early, 
walking and riding from point to point, to see 
what they could of the public buildings, parks, 
statues and mon iment before the great event of the 
dey began. Fifingand drumming, and the march- 
ing of clubs and troops were tho enlivening ele- 
ments of the éarly forenoon, while the morning 
screnades tendered to the popular political favor- 
ites served to amuse and interest the participants 
and thecrowd. ‘ 

THE TOWN BEDECKED. 

Whatever it is possible todo with scautling and 
boards and bunting and gilt to bedeck a town for 
an occasion, Washivgton has undertaken and per- 
formed. The harvest of decorators and carpenters 
begen ten days ago, and the noise of their sawing 
and pounding, and the click of their tack ham. 
mers bas been heard day and night ever since 
down to the moment of the starting of the pro- 
cession. At first ugly erections of rough timber 
broke out allalong the proposed line of march, 
from the white house to the capitol, covering the 
doors and the windows of stores and dwellings, 
and filling up the little parks and openings, and 
upon ese were tacked advertisements of 
seats to rent. Later flags, ban- 
ners, streamers and tasteful devices 
in showy colors, concealed the rough -wood- work, 
and then the building fronts began to blossom | 
out. The completed work is very beautiful, and 
the stateliest of American ayenucs has been 
trepaformed into a movipg maze of gay colors, 
which fittingly typifies the heartiness of this city’s 
welcome di the new administration. 

. A RVMARK ABLE DISPLAY. 

The buildiug at the corner of Twelfth street and 

Mx cvlyania avenue, occupied by the pension 
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bureau, was, perhaps, the most elaborately decora- 
‘ed structure in the city, and the decorations were 
at once pleasing and unique. Long lines of 
streamers were suspended betwoen the flag staffs 
on thereof. Just below the eaves, on either side 
of the building, an immense golcen eagle clutched 
long lines of red, white and blue bunting, which 
were artistically woven into a vast network, cover- 
ing the entire building. At intersection 
of the lines of bunting, shone stars of 
gcid, and freming the whole hand- 
tome shiclds bearing the names of the states of the 
union, all linked together with cilt chains. At the 
second story siender stafts bore graceful tri colored 
standarcs with the names of the various presidents 
of the United States. The west front of 
the building represented the legislative branch 
of the government A mammoth picture 
of the capitel was flanked by great Roman fasces 
snd above all colossal heralds sounded pmaus. 
At the corner of the buildiug the goddess of lib 
erly, armed with sword and shield, represented 
the executive branch of the government. The 
eagie bearing the rational shield surmounted the 
feure, and an excellent oil portrait, of heroic size, 
of the president-élect was suspended above the 
shield, bearing the name of New York state, On the 
south face of the building, Justice, blindfolded, 
with sword and scales, represented the judiciary. 
Altogether the effect was very pleasing. The hotels 
were tastefully decorated. Willard’s was profusely 
craped in graceful festoons of gayly colored fab- 
rics. Words of welcome wrought in tinsel shone 
aboye the immense blazing star at the doorway, 
and a great arch of gasjetsspanned the circle en- 
closing the symbolic “Owlhead’”’ ef Americus 
ciub of Philade)phia. 

Elegant designs, wrought in cunningly woven 
bunting, transformed the marble facade of the 
Metropolitan into a thing of beauty. The Ebbitt 
was fairly covered with flags and picturesque fig 
ures, and the other hotels showed great ingenuity 
in cevisirg pleasipg and original decorations 
A great fioral ladéer, reaching to the roof ofa 
Lusivess house on  Penneylania avenue, 
bore upon its rungs the words 
“Sherifi,’’ ‘Mayor,’ “Governe “*President,’’ 
thus graphically symbolizing the life work of the 
presicent-elect- All the government buildings in 
the line of march were gay with bunting. Large 
American flags encompassed the gray columns of 
the treasury, end long linesof pennants of every 
hue ofthe rainbow ran across the granite front of 
theereat building, and relieved its severe archi- 
tecture by giving it en appearance inkeepiag with 
the gala day. Handsome rosettes and desigus in 
parti colored bunting adorned the state, war and 
navy department buildings. 
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crowd 
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committee were ushered into the 
presence of the president-elect immediately on 
their arrival at the Arlington, and after a “short 
Celay the three gentlemen appeared atthe south 
entrance of the hotel, tock their seatsin the car- 
risge, and were rapidly driven tothe white house, 
where they joined Igesident Arthur and Vice 
President Hendricks and Senator Hawley. Mar: 
shal McMichael met the party at the white house 
portico, and eseortecd the president-elect into 
the presence of the president. The president elect 
was greetcd with cheers and waving of handker- 
chiefs as he drove along Sixteenth street from the 
hetel He kept his bat raised in recognition of the 
compliment. While the party were at the white 
house, the {chief marshal of the procession and his 
aids rode into the grounds and notified the presi- 
dent-elect that the procession was ready to start, 

It was precisely at the hour set—10:30 o’clock— 
that the presidential party entered their carriages 
and took the position assigned to them in the line, 
The party entered their carriages as follows: 

In President Arthur’s carriage—President Ar- 
thur, with President-elect Cleveland on his left; 
Senator Sherman facing President Arthur, and 
Senator Ransom on his right, facing the president 
elect. 

The second carriage contained the yice-president 
elect, with Senator Hawley on his left. 

THE PROCESSION MOYES. 

As the carriages drove out of the gates, and en- 
tered the line, the occupants were greeted with 
the wildest enthusiasm, men shouting, women 
screaming and waving their haudkerchiets, and 
all seemed carried away with the excitement of 
the moment. The president-elect and the vice- 
president-elect came in for the principal share ei 
enthusiasm, and each of them raised their hats 
and bowed right and left to the ciowd which lined 
both sides of the carriege. 

The first division of the procession, escorting the 
president-elect, then began its march to the Capi- 
tol. The scenes on Pennsyivenia avenue almost 
befiie description. A great sea of upturned faces 
hid the sidewalks. Above it the stately buildings 
were covered with cloths of gorgeous colors ar- 
ranged in patriotic devices. The soft, spring: like 
breeze lazily stirred the innumer- 
able s aud streamers. Special 
aldes- in brilliant uniforms | clashed 
hither and thither, lending animajion to the

EGREETED BY ROUSING CIIERRS. 

The president’s elegant Carriage was preceded 
by'General Slocum,chief marshal.and his staff and 
a trocp Of United States cavalry. Surrounding the 
cari #808 were a Cozen mounted policemen. The 
party received an ovation all along the line of 
march, Men cheered, women waved their han4- 
kercLiefs aud clapped their hands, and the greatest 
enthusiasm was evinced by the great throng. 
Presasent elect Cleveland kept his silk hat in 
hano’,and bowed to right and left. as the carriage 
rolicd slowly along. same reception was ac- 
corced the vice-president-elect, whose carri: 
followee,

INTO THE CAPITOL. 

It had been expected that the Gistinguished oc. 
cupants would ascend the steps and enter the 
building on the main foor. When, however, it 
was discovered that they would enter through the 
basem¢ nt passageway, there was a rush in that di- 
rection, but in a moment the president and the 
president-elect, the senators who had accompanied 
them in their carriage, and the vice- 
president-elect snd his companions, were 
within the building, the doors were 
closed, Mr, Cleveland, on the arm of Senator Sher. 
man, went to the’private entrance to the senate 
chain ber, and proceeded immediately tothe vice 
president's room. - President Arthur went to the 
president's room, where his cabinet was assembled, 
and where he engaged himself in signing measures 
which congress was pushing through the legislative 
bo's, Mr. Hendricks,on the arm of Senator Haw- 
ley, entered the apartment where Mr. Cleveland 
bad previously gone. 

The vice-president’s room is at the east end of* 
the lobby, in the rear of the senatechamber. It is 
thirty-five feet square. A beaytiful carpet of flow- 
ers,in 1ed and dark green, covers the floor. On 
the south wall, beneath the American flag pre- 
sented by the ladies a few weeks since, hangs a 
portrait of George Washington, while upon the 
Other walls and upon the mantel are mementoes 
of other historic personages and of historic events. 
Two windows overlook the capitol grounds and 
the city to the north and the Howard university 
and the Soldiers’ home in the distance. The oniv 
person unknown to fame admitted to the vice- 
presicent’s room was the colored attache of the 
sepate. Mr, Cleveland paced the floor meditatively 
until he was summoned by his escort to go to the 
hall of the senate. 

In the Senate Chamber. 
PRELIMINARY SCENES ATTENDING THE GREAT EVENT. 

WASHINGTON, March 4.—During the morning re 
cess of the senate, from § till 9:30, the appearance 
of the hall underwent a change. Russet leather 
backed sofas and luxurious arm fehairs, from the 
coak rooms and the committee rooms were 
brought in, ané placed around the vacant space 
before the clerk’s desk,while two or three hundred 
‘‘split bottom’’} chairs were placed wherever space 
could be found between the seats of the tenators. 
Senator Garland’s desk bore -a_ floral ladder 
with several rungs, but no other flowers were to 
be seen. Very few senators, many less than a quo- 
rum, were found in the hall when the gavel of the 
president called the body to order after the recegs, 
and the process of legislation were only construct- 
ively going on during the first hour. The galler- 
ies were opened atten o'clock, and immediately 
the ticket boiders began to throng in, quickly 
filling the entire space~to which they were enti- 
tled. There were few showy and. no conspicuous 
costumes to be seen. The ladies were clad in theic 
traveling and street dresses, and the gentlemen ia 
ordinary black or business garb. The assemblage 
differed in no respect, so far as appearances went, 
irom that which may be seen in the place on the 
oecasion of any exciting debate.

The Iraugural Ceremonies, 

THE DISTINGUISHED ASSEMBLY ON THE O&@AND 

PLATFORM, 

W ASHINGTON, March 4.—The stand on which the 
president was expected to deliver his inaugural 
address was erected almost on a level with 
the ficcrs of the senate and the house,and directly 
in front of the middle entrance to the capitol. I¢ 
is about 100 feet square, the largest ever before 
erected for an inauguration, and was covered by 
two thousand chairs. These were occupied by 
senators, members of the diplomatic corps, judges 
of the supreme court, members of the house of 
representatives, and press representatives. 

3efore the president left the senate chamber, the 
crowd in front of the stand had increased wntil it 
became one solid mass of humanity for nearly 
four hundred feet in front of the stand, and more 
than one thousand feet on either side, Tae 
crowd continued less solidly in the rearof gis 
multitude. The trees in the great la 
filled and the roofs of the surrounding dwellidg 

were covered. On the roof of the capito 
some two or three hundred mer a 
boys had congregated. In the appreachinag 
ayenues and streets the military companies and 
society orgauizations were massed in columns, 
forming brilliant vistas as far as the eye 
could reach. On elevated stands enterprising 
photographers had elevated their instraments to 
perpetuate in photographic designs the assembly 
ou stands and the sea of hats and faces that movy- 
ed continually Jike waves of the ocean.” This 
immense throng Was Tariously cétimated a° tu Lie 
numbers. President Arthur subsequentiy said 
it was “simply immense, the greatest 
crowd he ever saw.’’ Senator Hawley, as ke look: 
ed at it, said he thought it numbered about 350,- 
0€O people. While waiting forthe arrival of the 
president ciect.some one would occasionally yeu- 
ture to the frontof the platform. His presence was 
the signal for repeated cheers. 

THE SCENE ON THE STAND. 

Precisely at 12:30 p. m., the head of the proces- 
sion appeared, coming out of the main east door 
of the capitol, President Arthur stepped to the 
front of tke platform, followed by 
the president-elect, Chie! Justice Waite 
and the sergeant-at-arms of the senate. All w 
covered as they stood facing the crowd, and f 
vast assem blage cheered again and again for se¢ 
eral minutes, The persons who were to assist 
the ceremonies were seated on the platiorm in th 
following order: 

Chief Justice Waite and senator Sherman sat 
with the president elect. 

The committee of arrangements occupied seats 
immediately to the right of the president elect, 

Ex presidents and ex vice presidents and asso- 
ciate justices of the supreme court, the vice prest- 
dent, the secretary, and members of the senate 
occupied seats further on the right. 

The diplomatic corps oceupied seats on the left 
of the president, and the heads of the depart- 
ments, retired generals of thearmy, the lieutea- 
ant general of the me i the admiral of /the navy 
and the officers of thearmyand navy who, by 
pame, have received the thanks of congress, the 
governors and ex-governors of states, and ex- 
members of the senate,took the!r seats just beliud 
the president.

THE PRESIDENT-ELECT ARISES, 

At 12:40, President-elect Cleveland arose, and be- 
gau his inaugural address. He was clad ina full 
suit of black, a Prince Albert coat, a high old*fash- 
ioned standing collar and a black tie. In speaking 
he held his left hand closed behind him, and em- 
phasized histpeech by gestures with his right 
hand. Hespoke without manuseript, but occa- 
sionally consulted asmal!l piece of paper beariog 
notes of the heads ef his discource. His yoice was 
clear and resonant, and he slowly.enunciated his 
words, and occasionally turned about at the paus- 
es as if to note the effecto! his remarks. Hespoke 
as follows: 

THE INUAGURAL ADDRESS. 
Fellow Citizens: Inthe presence of thia vast 
assemblage of my countrymen, I am about te 
supplement end seal by the oath which I shall 
teke the manifestation of the will of a great aud 
free people.

it in readiness for the ceremony. The 
crowd preserved perfect quiet as the impressive 
ceremony of administering the oath was taking 
place, but when it was concluded, and as Presi- 
dent Cleveland laid down the Bible, after rever- 
ently kissing it, and shook hands with the chief 
justice, who was the first to congratulate him, they 
cheered ioudly and long. Ex-President Arthur 
was the second man to congratulate the president, 
and then followed Chief Clerk McKenney and 
“enator Sherman. President Cleveland 
was then introduced to the remaining judges of 
thesupreme court; to Lieutenant General Sheri- 
danand General Hancock, The remaining per- 
sons on ihe platiorm then pressed forward, and 
many oj them shook his hand. 

As he re-entered the capitol he was again greet- 
ed with cheers. He walked to the basement en- 
trence, where he first came into the building, and 
entered thecarriage to be driven in the procession 
to the white house. 
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THE PRESIDENT AND THE’ EX-PRESIDENT REVIEW 
THE PARADE, 3 

WASHINGTON, March 4.—At the conclusion of the 
ceremonies at the capitol the procession escorted 
the presidential party back to the white house. 
The two carriages, which contained President 
cleveland, ex-President Arthur, Vice-President 
Hendricks and the senate committee of arrange- 
Ments, took positions in the first division, and the 
line started. The greatest enthusiasm was mani- 
fested all along the route. The crowd on the side- 
walks bad increased so that it was almost impossi- 
ble to pass through it. Many people.wore forced 
out into the roadway, and the police had al! they 
could do to keep the avenue open for the proces- 
sion, 

TO THE WHITB HOUSE, 

When the head ofthe line reached Fifteenth 
Street a halt was made, and the carriage cor taining 
the presidentand the ex-president left the line 
and proceeded by way of the executive avenue to 
the white house, which the party entered by the 
rear door. The vice president’s carriage proceeded 
up Fifteenth street, nearly to New York avenue, 
before leaving theline. Hendricks, however, soon 
joined the president at the white house, and 
when everything was in readiness the entire party 
proceeded to the reviewing stand on Pennsylvania 
avenue, directly in front of the white house, and 
the order was given for the line to move. 

PASSING IN REVIEW, 

The reviewing stand had been profusely deco- 
rated with flagsand bunting, and presented a 
beautiful appearance. The president and the ex- 
president were placed on a projecting platform, 
which was covered with flags, so as to make a hand- 
some canopy, and at the same time so arranged as 
to afford a clear unobstructed view of the proces- 
sion. Arm chairs were placed upon it for their use, 
but the president remained standing, during 
the entire review. Ex-President Arthur sat on 
his left, Vige President Hendricks andthe mem- 
bers of his household occupied seats to the right, 
and just back of the president, while the families 
and friends of the president and ex-president sat 
in front of the room on the right. Among those 
who occupied seats on the president’s stand were 
Secretaries Frelinghuysen, McCulloch, Lincoln, 
Chandler and Teller, Postmaster General Hatton, 
Lieutenant General Sheridan, Major General 
Haneock, . Manning, of New York, Vilas, of 
Wisconsin, Endicott, of Massachusetts, Senators 
Bayard and Garland, Colonel Lamont, 
Mayor Grace and ex-Mayor Cooper, 
of New Ydrk, and a large number 
ol other prominent persons. There were a great 
meny ladies on the stand, and their rich costumes 
added brillfancy to the scene. It is estimated that

All the orgdniza- 
tions gave the marching salute as they passed the 
grand stand, and the president at first recognized 
the compliment by raising his hat to 
every separate command but the length of the 
line and the chilliness of the breeze which sprang 
up, compelled him, beiore the second division 
nassed, to keep his head covered, and in most 
cases tolimit his acknowledgments to a slight 
bow.

THE ComMr 

The first division ecmposed of regular ('nited 
States troops local military organizations, 
presented a fine appearance &s they passed the 
stand.

The second division was composed entirely of 
the Pennsylvania National Guard. There was 
about 7.500 men in this division, ‘and their good 
marching and fine military bearing were praised 
on all sides. Governor Pattison of Pennsylvania 
rede at the heed of the division by the side of ex- 
Governor Hartranf. They were recognized as 
they neared the reviewing stand, and were 
loudly cheered. The president and Governor Pat- 
tison exchanged salutes. The president also rais- 
ea his bat as a token of respect to the battle torn 
flag of the 15th and 18th, and several other regi- 
ment of this division. 

General Fitz Hugh Lee, commanding the third 
division, received an oyation from the crowd in 
and around the president's stand. He bowed 
to the presfdent, and the latter raised his 
batin return.

Louis. 

The gap between the third and fourth divisions 
eave the surging mass of humanity around} the 
president’s stand an-opportunity to close in and 
acain obstruct the line of march.

A large number of colored troops were iacluded 
in the third division, and their soldierly bearing 
and gcca maiching elicited much praise from th

blue with black The Fifth Maryland, 
about 500 strong, in black helmets and blue suits, 
who are old favorites in this city, were warmly 
welcomed.

The Grenadiers 
Rocham beau, of New York. were also well receiy- 
ed, Busch Zouaves, oi St. Louis, wore the most 
elegant uniform ofits kind in the provession. 
Company C., 16th Ohio National Guard, in showy 
uniform of gray, closed this division of the pro- 
cession, 

The fourth and last division was composed en- 
tirely of civic organizations, and was commanded 
by Major Thomas J. Luttrel. The Jackson demo- 
cratic association of the; District of Columbia, cer- 
rying rough hickory sticks, acted as an escort to 
the New York organizations. Alter them 
Came six Indian braves, in war paint 
and feathers, bearing Tammany’s unique 
banner. The Tammany men, who numbered 
about one thousand, carried silver- 
headed sticks at their shoulders, and 
marched nine abreast. They were followed by 
the Tammany Knickerbockers, in their cuaint an- 
cient costume, with Rip Van Winkle beards and 
hair, carrying long, gold headed staves, with 
which they beat the marching time on “the asp- 
halt pavement. Irving hall was represented by 
about one hundred men, all wearing silk hats and 
spring overcoats, and carrying canes. Gilmore’s 
immense band heralded the approach 
of ihe county democracy long be- 
fore they were visible. Fifteen 
hundred men in light grey overcoats and silk hats, 
carrying canes with Cleyeland’s head wrought in 
silver, and wearing purple and gold badges on the 
lapels of their coats, represented this branch of 
the New York democracy. The Albany Phalanx, 
numbering eighty men, presented a neat appear- 
ance, clad in brown coats, white beavers, 
and carrying silk umbrellas, The King’s 
county democracy had about 135 
men in line, dressed in dark blue overcoats and 
carrying the inevitable cane. The Buflalo Legion, 
in black clothes and hats, broughtup the rear of 
the first brigade. 

In the second brigade of this division, the 
Bayard Legion, of Wilmington, Delaware, was th 
first out-of-town club, and was tollowed by the 
Joel Parker club, oj Newark, New Jersey, The 
Iroquois club, of Chicago, and the Columbus Glee 
club, dressed in gray and carrying miniature 
brocmson the lapel oi their coats. One of the 
neatest uniforms 1n the line was that of the Ducks- 
worth club, of Cincinnati, consisting of pale green 
overcoat, dark trousers and gold and purple badges. 
The members of the organization numbered 
ninety six. A colored man clad inasky blue swal- 
low-tailed coat and bright red pantaloons, and 
wearing on his breast an enormous silver plate 
bearing the name of the Organization, pre- 
ceded, the Jackson Democratic club, of 
Columbus, Ohio. Its eighty members were dressed 
in gray and carried canes at a salute. Maroon over 
coats and yellow kid gloves di::inguished one hun- 
dred members of the Americus club, of Philadel: 
phia. The Samuel J. Randall association, of Phil- 
adelphia, had about an equal number of men in 
line. The Moyamensing Legion, of Philadelphia, 
had §75 men in line, dressedin brown and red! 
The Eleventh Ward Randall club, of Phila- 
delphia, bore a magnificent benner of 
blue plush and gold, with an excellent portrait 
of the patron of theclub. One hundred men rep- 
resented the Centralelub of Harrisburg. They 
wore gray overcoats, black hats, and red silk 
badges. The Calumet club, of Baltimore, present- 
ed an excellent appearance with their hundred 
neatly attired men in line. The Topeka Flambeau 
club also made a fine appearance in white uni-

THE BLAINE INAUGURATION CLUB IN LINE, 

Some comment was excited by the appearan *e in 
procession of the Blaine inauguration elub of 
Maine.

A notable feature of the pro- 
cession was the flag cavalry of the District of Co- 
lum bia, in which the electoral votes of the states 
that furnished Cleveland's majorities were repre- 
sented by horses, one foreach yote, arranged in 
states by colors.

In a Blaze of Glory. 
OF FLAMES WRAPPED AROUND THE MON- 
UMENT. 

WASHINGTON, March 4.—The public cele- 
bration of the day ended with the 
display of fire works. In character it was like 
all displays of fire works, but in volumeand vari- 
ety it issaid to have excelled any former exhilbition 
upon this continent. Withal it was successful to 
the minutest detail, although the stage prepara- 
tion, late in the afternoon, was not encouraging. 
The scene of the exhibition wasthe White lot, an 
area of twoyhundred acres, sloping gently away 
from the south. front of the treasury, 
the executive mansion and the state 
department. The night was moouless, but clear, 
and uncounted crowds began early to find their 
way towards the spot from every quarter of the 
city. Foran hour or more they waited, watching 
for want of better entertainment, the passage from 
point to point of torches in the hands of work- 
men or theirattendants, who were putting the 
finishing touches to the frames, and commenting 
meanwhile, upon the singular appearance of the 
monument a hundred rods beyond the fireworks 
enclosure. 


THE SHEET 


A SPECTRE IN THE SKY, 

The lower third of the shaft was not visible, but 
all above was dimly outlined like a ghost of itself 
against the black sky, and refiecting to its peak the 
rays o! the electric lights in the city half a mile 
away. It seemed enormously higher than by day- 
light, and to have not the slightest relation to ter- 
restial things. When the preparations were com- 
plete and the display had once begun, the people 
in charge had the good taste to leave no intermis- 

«iors. Jack o’lanterns danced from place to place 
about the enclosure, and whenever one pansed, 
an explosion followed, rockets, mines, fountains, 
bor bs and shells were sent heavenward in volleys 
for helfan hour, filling the air with showers of 
fire. Explosions sometimes haifa mile above the 
earth took piace, and the constellations, number- 
ing thousands of beautifully tinted stars, floated 
away over the Potomac, borne by gentle northern 
bree ZES. 

THREE NOTABLE PIECES, 

Three set pieces of mammoth proportions were 
among the last and grandest feature of the enter- 
tainment. The first was ‘“‘Jefferson.’’ There was 
a ‘‘fizz’’ and asputter audible a mile away,as a 
jack o lantern touched his torch toa piece and 
then the mammoth face-points of 
white fire, encircled by an oval frame in red, with 
a balloon in the national colors festooned grace- 
fully about it, burst out of the darkness. 1t low- 
ered fora minute in full brilliancy; then an eye 
went out with an explosion, followed by a 
portion of the nose, and last of all the biue 
stars of the banner’s face of the titular patron of 
simplicity and unostentation, was probably not 
recognizable to the masses of spectators, but 
when the letters of his name beneath were made 
out, his memory was honored in cheers, 

The largest piece represented the national capi 
tol, with excellent portraits of the president and 
vice-president, flanked by mottoes and emblems, 
This piece was one hundred and sixty feet !ong by 
seventy-five feet in height, the largest set piecs 
ever fired in America. 

The flight of five thousand rockets at once, form- 
ing a vast bouquet in the heavens, terminated the 
display. 

THE THRONGS OF OBSERVERS, 

No estimate of the numbers who witnessed the 
fireworks would be trustworthy. One felt but 
could not see the throng. The yoluntary disper- 
sion of the multitude when gathered in the park, 
which is open upon all sides, would seem to bea 
siinple affairand easily enough of accomplish- 
ment, but the experience of the evening proved 
the contrary.Carriages became entangled with each 
other, and pecestrians wandered about in be- 
wilderment, trying to find their way around 
through or out of the crushes which occurred in 
hundred places, 

LUDICROUS EPISODES, 

No one was hurt so far as known, but many 
ludicrous episodes occurred. Family parties be 
came separated, wives and husbands lost each 


other, and parents found themselves 
leading children not theirown. Thecalls of one 


to anotherin the darkness sometimes indicated 
distress or fear, but the people were, for the most 
part, exceedingly jolly, and laughed at themselves 
and each other, as ii it were all part of the pro- 
gramme, 

THE NIGHT PARADE, 

Immediately after the regular display of fire- 
works occurred the night {parade of the Flam- 
beaux club, of Topeka, Kas. Although this organ- 
ization isa comparative y smallone, numbering 
only 750r 100men, it has perhaps attracted as 
much attention as any civic or 
military body which has partici- 
pated in the inaugural ceremonies. Its 
white ghostly uniforms, its precision of drill 
and its peculiar hollow torches, whose flames can 
be blown up into slender quivering plumes of 
fire six feet in height, were all new features in 
Washington, and were all subjects of remark 
when the club made its first 
appearance on Pennsylvania avenue last 
evening. To-night about half past eight, 
justas the immense crowd was retiring from the 
exhibition of the flreworks at the White lot, the 
Flembeauz club came marching in regular open 
order down Fifteenth street, between the Corcoran 
building and the treasury department,in a perfect 
tornado of fire, accompanied by an incessant 
volley oi explosions, and continuous 
hissing roar of ascending rockets. Every member 
of the club had slung over his shoulder a capa- 
cious white bag, filled with rockets, Roman can- 
dies, redand green fire, catherine wheels, torpe- 
does, bombs and fire works of every 
conceivable description, which were 
lighted on portable frames, or 
discharged from sheet iron tubes, with such nerve 
shocking rapidity as to literally fill the street 
witha hurricane of fiery projectiles, and the

Peo- 
ple in vehicles fled in terror before the advancing 
column of smoke and fleme, which was headed by 
two or three hnge blazing wheels, and from every 
part of which burst fires and explosions. 


The Inauguration Ball, 
A RRILLIANT ARRAY OF LIGHTS, MUSIC AND BEAUTY. 

WASHINGTON, March 4.—The brilliant finale of 
the inauguration ceremonies wasthe ball to-night. 
lt put the chap sheat of gayety on the more formal 
and serious, though grand ceremonial which pre- 
ceded it. Beauty lent its aid to crown the 
tiumph of the coming administration 
and amid the light festivities of {the ballroom, 
the celebration of the day came to a close, The 
ball was held in the unfinished new pension 
building, an immense structure enclosing a rec- 
tangular court yard more thad 200 feet long, by 
over 100 feet in width. Two months ago only the 
walls of the building surrounding this court were 
in place, but by the exercise of marvellous trans- 
forming skill, this roofless, bare court has been 
changed into a palace of beauty. ‘ 

THE SCENE INSIDE. 

EnteringaAhe building to-night, by either of the 
four grand entrances, one sees On every side un- 
sightly pilesofsand and mortar and brick and 
iron and other material, out of which the massive 
pile has grown, and covered archways by which 
access is obtained to the builaing from the strects 
sre laid down across whatis little better than a 
morass of soggy clay, which only yesterday an ar 
my oflaborers was engaged in leveling so that 
the paths might be laid over it, but 
as the door opens on the interior, the eye is dazzled 
by the sudden blaze of light and color, and the 
mind is confused by the immensity of the scene 
revealed toitataglance. The hall, 316 feet long 
by 116 feet wide, lighted by sixty gigantic 
Siemen’s gas burners of 500 candle power 
each, which are suspended from 
the roof, whose peak is lost to sight ninety seet 
above the floor in a perfect forest of streamers and 
fiegs; on whose acre of waxed floor several thou- 
sand couples in brilliant toilets are moving about 
in the mazes oi the dance, while thousands more 
circle around on the outskirts in ceaseless 
promenade, and other thousands look 
down upon them from the surrounding balconies, 
isa grand frame work of an ensemble which, 
bursting suddenly upon one’s views, is magnifi- 
cently bewildering. One must be in the ballroom 
some time before the dense scene begins to present 
themselves to notice. 

THE BALLROOM DESCRIBED, 

The hall proper is divided by two rows of mas- 
sive pillars, which support the roof, into three 
connected halls, the middle one of which is the 
largest. Rising from the hall on the four sidesare 
the smaler brick pillars which support the balco- 
nies, and on, the outer side of this, and 
between them and the inner walls of the 
building, is the promenading hall, twelve 
feet wide, separated from the baliroom only by 
rows Of pillars. From the baiconies, which extend 
around the iour sides ofthe hall, thererise still 
smaller rows of pillarssupported on those beneath 
andinturn supporting the second balcony that 
is hidden by the temporary roof. Two 
large music stands, one for the musicians furnish 
ing the cancing music and the other for the 
band which provides the music for the prome- 
naders, are built out from thesides of the hall to 
the height of the balcony. he supper rooms, 
the wine rooms, the cloak and hat and reception 
rooms and the rooms occupied by the various ball 
committees are arranged on the four sidehalls, 
beyond the promenading circle, 

HIDDEN BY RIBBONS AND FLAGS. 

In this vast space hardly a footofrough unfin- 
ished interior remains exposed. The decorations 
cover the whole interior*with the exception of the 
roof, and this is almost hidden from view by a net 
work of streamers, flags and bu g. Allis bril- 
liant coloring, in which the red, white 
and blue colors of the American flag 
predomipate, but are toned down by the contrast- 
ing dark green of the natpiral garlands, hung in 
festoons, and of the foliag¢g of tropical plants which 
are banked about the supports of the roof and in 
the corners of the hall, and are blended 
with the rich dark hues of the velvet 
hangings and glossy sheets of silk damask draper- 
ies. The wealth of color is relieved against a back- 
ground of pure white muslin, and is blended into 
harmony and softness under the diffused light of 
the lamps which hang from the roof like great 
globes of fire. The entire scene forms a brilliant 
setting for the rich toilets of the dancersand prom- 
enaders, and the ever changing panorama on the 
floor. Thisis the general effect. The details are 
complete and elaborate, 

From incomplete data, the members of the com 
mittee estimate the number of ball tickets sold at 
about twelve thousand, and ten thousand appears 
to bea very low estimate of the number of per- 
sons presentin the ball room and balconies, A 
large number of members of the house of repre- 
sentatives and prominent department officials, 
with the ladies of their families, and almost the 
full diplomatic corps, were present. 

THE PRESIDENT AND HIS ATTENDANTS, 

It wes half past ten o’clock when President 
Cleveland arrived atthe ballroom, He wasimme- 
diately escorted to the president’s room, where, 
for bali an hour, he held an informal reception, 
the members of the reception committee, and 
asmell number of distinguished §persons being 
presented to him. The president was 
accompanied by Miss Cleveland and 
Mrs. Hoyt, his sisters, and by his 
brother, Rey. W. A. Cleveland, and wife, and their 
two sons, ,. Mr. Hastings, his nephew, Miss Hast- 
ings, Miss Nellie Yeomans, and Miss Anna 
Yeomans; Mr.and Mrs. Bacon, the president’s 
brother-in-law, and wife of Toledo, and Colonel 
and Mrs.Lamont. About the same time, ex-Presi- 
dent Arthur arrived at the ballrroom, and he, 
too, wns escorted to the president’s room, With 
him were Secretaries Lincoln and Chandler, Sec- 
retary and ~-Mrs, McCulloch, Attorney 
General Brewster and Mrs, Brewster, Postmaster 
General Hatton and Mrs. Hatton, Secretary 
Teller and Mrs. Teller, Judge Davis and Mrs. 
Davis, Miss Lucy Frelinghuysen, Mr. Allan Ar- 
thur, and Marshal McMichael, and Vice-President 
Hendricks arrived about the same time, and 
joined the president in the reception room. At 
this time there was a large and distinguished 
gathering, including persons of the most diverse 
shades of political opinions. Besides the 
persons already named, there were present: Sen- 
ator Bayard, Colonel Vilas, of Wisconsin; General 
Sheridan and Mrs. Sheridan, General Rosecrans, 
Hon. Daniel Manning and wife, Senator Pendle- 
ton, Hon. Richard T. Merrick, Representative 
Eaton, of Connecticut; Senator Wade Hampton, 
Senator Brown and Justice Field, of the 
supreme court, and Speaker Carlisle and 
and Mrs. Carlisle. There was no formal reception 
by President Cleveland, but a large number of 
persons pressed about him. After half an hour 
spent in this manner the room became 
overcrowded, and the president and vice 
president, the former escorted by 
Senator Pendleton and Richard T, Merrick, and 
the latter by Representative Eaton and Mr. 8. V. 
Niles, left the room and made a round of the ball- 
room, the band playing ‘‘Hail to the Chief,’’ dur 
ing the time occupied in walking around the 
room, After the presidential party had left 
the room, the crowd continued to pour in- 
to it through the other doors unaware 
that the president had left. Thescene in the ball 
room at this time was exceedingly brilliant. Tie 
large hall was ccmpletely filled with sthe con- 
stantly moving crowd, numbering several thous- 
ands, while from the balconies thousands more 
looked down upon the scene. 

THE PRESIDENT RETIRES, 

The president, after makingjthe tour of the ball 
room, returned to the reception room, and for a 
short time received all who came in to pay their 
respects, but at half past eleven he and his party 
leftthe building, and Vice-President Hendricks 
end his party also went away.

THE INAUGURAL ADDRESS 

The inaugural address of President Cleve- 
land is notewortby not only because it is the 
first inaugural delivered by a democratic 
president since the fourth of March, 1857, 
but by reason of its inherent characteristics, 
It is charged with the spirit of the most ex- 
alted patriotism. It is the utterance of a 
man of the most ardent devotion to the in- 
blitutions of the republic. Jt is a document 
that carries with itan evidence of its earn- 
éstness, and those who read it to-day, no less 
than those who heard it delivered in Wash- 
ington yesterday, must be convinced that 
while Mr. Cleveland is president the 
affairs of the government will be administered 
solely in the interests of the people. The 
administration will bea democratic admin- 
istration, but the affairs of the government 
will be lifted out of the depths of partisan- 
ship in which they have been plunged by 
republican misrule., 

President. Cleveland reminds the country 
that every citizen is under as serious obliga- 
tions to the government as he who has been 
chosen as its chief magistrate, and he invokes 
the co-operation of each one, however hum- 
ble, so aid him in his firm purpose to restore 
good government. He declares that demo- 
cratic principles need no apology, their faith- 
ful application being the surest guarantee of 
honest government. They need no apology 
for their existence, and demand no display 
of mere partisanship to insure their popu- 
larity. He urges an immediate abandonment 
by men of all parties of that spirit of sec. 
tional prejudice and distrust which has done 
somuch to keep alive the passions of the 
war, to prevent the pypper and natural de- 
velopment of the country and to blind the 
eyes of the fienple of all sections to the fact 
that the nam® of American confers distino 
tion on the citizens of the north, the south, 
the east and tie west. 

The new president declares that he will be 
guided in the jischarge of his official duties 
by a just and unstrained construction of the 
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the distinction between the powers 
to the federal government and those 

to the states; and he takes occasion 

mind the people that the constitution,the gov- 
ernment and all the machinery that has 

cet in motion thereunder belong exclusively 
to the people themsel ves—a fact that repub- 
lican maladministration has taken pgins to 
ignore. 


The goyernment, President Cleveland 


says, must be economically adminis- 
tered, not only because an important 
element of justice to the people is to 
be found in administrative economy, but 
because an economical govérmment sets an 
example to each citizen,.,The president 
strikeg one of the key-notes of genuine demo- 
cratic policy when he declares that the peo- 
ple should be encouraged by those upom 
whom they have conferred the dignity of 
official station, in that plain way of life 
which promotes honesty and simplicity, 
thrift and prosperity. 

The foreign policy of his administration, 
President Cleveland states in a few pregnant 
sentences, It is the policy of independence— 
the policy of peace—the policy of neutrality 
—the policy of Washington, Jefferson and 
Monroe—the policy of honest friendship with 
all nations and entangling alliances with 
none, 

here is no direct allusion to the silver 
controversy in the address, but the 
president declares that the interests 
and prosperity.of all the people demand that 
“our finances shall be established upon such 
a sound end sensible basis as shali secure the 
safety and confidence of our business inter- 
ests and make the wages of labor sure and 
tariff question he follows 
the Chicego platform. interests of the 
country demand that ‘our system of reve- 
nue shali be so adjusted as to relieve the peo- 
ple from unnecessary taxation, having a due 
regard to the interests of the capital invested 
and the workingmen employed in American 
industries, and preventing the accumulation 
of asurplusin the treasury to tempt extrav- 
agance and waste.’ 

The president declares that the public do- 
main should be protected from purloining 
schemes and unlawful occupation, and 
pledges his administration to that thorough 
reform which contemplates treating the In- 
dians honestly and justly, tothe end that 
they be given all the opportunities of educa- 
tion and citizenship. 

With respect to civil service reform, Presi- 
dent Cleveland reiterates and strengthens the 
declarations he has already made in behalf 
of that law, and there is no doubt that he will 
make an effort to enforce its provisions—an 
effort that will be distinguished by qualities 
which have been totally lacking in the efforts 
of the republican administration, namely, 
earnestness, honesty and conscientiousness. 

Touching the relations of the colored citi- 
zens to the government the democratic pres- 
ident utters the sentiments that have been 
reiterated in the democratic newspapers un- 
til they have come to be recognized by the 
negroes themselves as a definite part of the 
democratic policy. As the colored citizens 
of Georgia have been more prosperous, more 
comfortable and better satistied than they 
were under republican rule, so will the col- 
cored citizens of the whole country find ‘that

His Pecuniary Straits—-Mow He Came to 


Write the War Articles, 
From the New York Mail and Express, 

General Grant and all the mem bers of his family 
have been—as might have been expected—very re- 
ticent as to the privations and anxieties they have 
suffered since the failure of the firm oi Grant « 
Ward. But the facts communicated to old friends 
in confidence have been gradually coming to the 
public without any intentional betrayal of trust 
anywhere. So much, however, is known, that it 
occurred to the writer of the communication 
herewith publighed that a connected and careful! 
aecount of General Grant’s pecuniary straits would 
be more-atisfactory to the people, and would give 
a juster view of his situation and of his trials and 
conduct than the more or less exaggerated stories 
thatareafloat. Thecommunication which follows 
was written by one whose relations with the Grants 
have been and are such as to insure the most inti- 
mate knowledge of the interesting factsstated. O 
course the writer prepared and furnished this com. 
munication without the knowledge of any member 
of the Grant family and without any solicitation 
on thepartof any ene connected with the Mail 
aud Express. Butso interesting a story will speax 
for itself. Hereitis: — 

“Four days after the failure of Grant & Warda 
Mr. Charles Wood, of Lansingsburg, N. Y., wrote 
to General Grant, whom he had never seen, of- 
fering to lend bim $1,000 for his note at tweive 
months without interest, with option of renewal 
atsamerate. He inclosed a cheek for $500, ‘on 
account of my share due for services endinga>bout 
Apnil, 1885.’ 

“At this time General Grant had absolute’y not 
money for current expenses. Everything he 


and $130 in cash belonging to Mrs. Grant was what 
he had toliveon. The trust fund bad beea in 
vested in Wabash securities, and the company at 
this juncture defaulted payment, while the guar- 
sntors,the E. D. Morgan estate, could not pay 
until the company bad defaulted for six months, 
General Grant accepted the timely offer of Mr. 
Wood very gratefully. 

‘About the same time Mr. Romero, the Mexican 
minister, came to General Grant and also insisted 
on aiding him with a loan of $1,000. The genera! 
at first declined to receive the money, but Mr. 
Romero leit the room abruptly. placing the amount 
on the table. But for these two acts of friendship 
—Ore from a man whom General Crrant 
had never seen, the other from 2 
gentieman by no means wealthy—the distr:s: of 
the general would have been actual. The checks 
which had been paid out a few days, before the 
failure were of course not met, the payment May! 
on the trust fund was swallowed up by Ward, and 
there was absolutely for a time no other resource. 

‘‘Mrs. Grant, however, had a little house in Wash- 
ington which she had boughtsome years before 
for $7,500, and she was able to sell this ina few 
weeks for £6,300. A check was at once sent to Mr. 
Romero for the debt to him, the outstanding 
checks on Grant & Ward for personal or iamily 
expenses were paid, and a little was leit for liviag 
curing the summer. The sons had all been ruined 
by the failure as absolutely as the fatber, and two 
of them, with their families, were obliged fora 
timetolive with him . 

“In this emergency the gencral was asked to 
write a couple of articles for the Century maga- 
zine. He was offered $1,000 for the two, and con- 
sented to try bis hand at literature. The artic!es 
were written and the payment made, and aout 
Chiistmas the general was able to pay off the pecu- 
niary indebtedness to his friend Mr. Wood, wiih 
whom he is still personaliy unacquaiated, 
The occupation of writing interested him; 
the story of his old cam paigas dis- 
tracted him from the thoughts of his Wall street 
troubles; he continued to write, and finally de- 
cided. to compile his military memoirs. Tae first 
volume is compiete, and the second nearly so, 
The work gives details of his early history not 
cher known, and a graphic picture of life in 

hio before 1839, when he went to Weat Point. 
His account of the Mexicam war is 
also extremely interesting, as he 

in every battle except Buena 

under both Seott and Taylor. The narrative of 
those campaigns as seen by a lieutenant, who af- 
terwards became the foremost soldier of his time, 
is said by those who have seen it to be fascinating, 
even to unmilitary readers, while the sketches of 
the great generals in both northern and southern 
armies whom he knew as subalterns is somespning 
the like of which has never been written by such 
an author in all history.’’

Discrepancies in His Accounts While Presi- 

dent ot the National Soldiers’ Home. 

Wasnixotox, March 3,—The military com- 
mittee of the house has made some import- 
discoveries in couneetion with the man- 
national soldiers’ home at tne 
time General B. F. Butler was president and 
treasurer of the institution. The nature of the 
diseoveries have been communicated to Gen- 
eral Butler and an explanation asked for. His 
first reply was in the’ nature of faliin 
be hind his financial agent al 
saying he had furnished statements 
which he (Butler) supposed were correct. 
Butler then furnished a statement of his ac- 
counts, dated February 11, in which an error 
of $10,000 was discovered in the footings. 
Other errers were also found. The report o! 
the committee, which has been drawn up, 
ebarges that for the year 1872 General Butler 
received $23,868 more thaa he accounted for. 
That previous to 1576 the amount of funds of 
the home invested by General Butler, the 
treasurer, in United States bonds was $211,925 
more than he ever accounted for in his subse- 
quent sale of bonds. In order that there 
might be no mistake arising from a p0os- 
sibility thet General Butler may have turned 
some of the unsold United States bonds over 
to his successor, General W. B. Franklin, the 
chairmar of the committee. General losecrans, 
telegraphed Genera! Franklin, and was assur- 
ed, in reply, that he had received no such 
bends from General Butler. The committee 
further ascertained that for the year 1572, 
when the deficit of $21,868 occurred, no finan- 
cial statement of the affairs of the home had 
been made by General Butler. 

Genernl Rosecrans has addressed a letter to 
General Butler, calling attention to the errors, 
and requesting an explanation, which Butler 
promises to make.

Dr. William Perrin Nicolson, the dean of 
the college, read a short report of the year’s 
doings. There were ninety-three matriculates, 
representing nine states. Thirty-six were 
second course students. Dr. Nicolson referred 
to the great benefits to students that have 
grown out of the Ivy street hospital, saying 
that the institution enabled the faculty to give 
a much more thorough course of instruction.

The annual address was by Rev. James G. 
Armstrong, recterof St. Philip’s parish. Dr. 
Armstrong selected for his subject ‘‘Material- 
iem,”’ and his discourse was a deep but inter- 
esting analysis ot that question. Ha referred 
to the sacred scenes which the doctors 
end the pastors witness, and the 
solemn obligations that rest on them 
by reason of their nearness to the 
people. He would not do or say a thing that 
would lead any one to forego a full and 
free investigation of any subject, but he would 
point out some oftheevils that come from 
meterialism. If materialism is true then the 
doctors are only veterinarians. He spoke of 
the deeper interest that a surgeon or a physi- 
cian must feel in his patient when he believes 
and realizes that -he is dealing with a man 
whose soul must live and love and think for- 
ever. Materialism robs us of all proofof the 
existence ofa God. It takes away intellectual 
and spiritual fellowship with God. It divests 
man of all responsibilisy ard shields him from 
just blame and punishment. Under the teach- 


ings of the materialist man is un- 
accountable for his crimes and 
can no more be punished than can 


be the fire that lays a palace in waste or the 
mighty tornado that levels cities to the ground. 
It opens the flood-gates of free-loveism and 
strikes at the root of law and order. ' This it 
does, and “a good tree cannot bring forth evil 
fruit.” After smashing up some of the mot- 
toes of the materialists, Mr. Armstrong closed 
his address .by an appeal to the young doctors 
to keep clean hands, and te draw inspiration 
from the heart and life of Jesus Christ, “whe 
ceme to redeem both soul and body.”
